By a voice vote, the bond issue 
was turned down after more than 
an hour. of debate. Senate Demo-

HOUSE APPROVES TAX BILL 
SENDS IT TO EISENHOWER 


Votes Overwhelmingly to Continue Corpo- 
ration and Excise Levies at Present 
Rates for Another Year. 


WASHINGTON, March 30 (AP) | 
—Congress today completed pas- 
sage of a bill keeping for one 
more year almost three billion 
dollars in wartime corporation 
income and excise taxes. 


House approval, on on over- 
whelming roll call vote, sent the 
bill to President Eisenhower 
with only a few hours to spare. 
Under the old law, the rates put 
into effect during- the Korean 
war were to drop at midnight to- 
morrow night. . 

The vote was 386 to 8. 

The vote came after only a 
few minutes discussion by Chair- 
man Jere Cooper (Dem.), Ten- 
nesee, of the tax-writing House 
Ways and Means Committee. 

House passage sent to Presi- 
dent Eisenhower precisely the 
tax program he had urged—and 
a little more than a day before 
the scheduled effective date of 
the cuts. To keep the present 
rates in effect without inter- 
ruption, Mr. Eisenhower must 
sign the bill before midnight to- 
morrow.

The proposal was criticized by 
Senator Hartwell G. Crain 
(Rep.), St. Leuis county, who 
said the amendment “left the 
impression” no increase in taxes 
would be required to finance 
the bond issue. 

Crain contended the amend- 
ment tried to “fool” the public 
in this respect. He said a $75,- 
000,000 bond issue was not the 
way to finance new construction. 

“The real trouble in this state 
is that we don’t have enough 
income for the things we need 
to do,” Crain said. “But this 
bond issue would not solve the 
problem. What we need is to 
find additional income — you 
can’t solve anything by borrow- 
ing.” 
Under the Governor’s plan for 
financing the bond issue, part 
of present revenue from the 
state income tax would: have 
been set aside to retire the 
bonds. 


20-Year Retirement. 


The Governor estimated it 
would take $4,524,000 a year in 
income tax revenue to retire the 
indebtedness over a period of 
20 years, making total cost of 
the program, with interest on 
the bonds, $90,499,043. 

Rejection of the plan was gen- 
erally interpreted as a direct 
slap at Donnelly. The voice vote 
appeared to cut across party 
lines, with both Democrats and 
Republicans among those vot- 
ing “no.” 

Crain argued that retirement 
of the bonds would take “in- 
come from the general revenue 
fund that heretofore we needed 
for state operating expenses.” 

Donnelly had contended the 
bond issue would not require an 
increase in taxes. However, in- 
terest and principal payments 
would reduce state general rev- 
enues by $4,524,000 a year. 

The Legislature thus would 
have been forced to reduce ex- 
penditures by that amount or 
find some other source of rev- 
enue to make it up.

“This situation makes it com- 
pletely impossible to operate 
trucks to supply Berlin on a 
normal economic basis,” a West 
Berlin spokesman said. “This is 
a cold economic blockade.”

would take against Berlin in re- 
prisal for ratification of the 
Paris pacts to rearm West Ger- 
many. 
"The East German traffic 
ministry said the new tolls were 
being imposed for vehicles not 
registered in East Germany and 
that the fees would pay for road 
repairs. 

A West Berlin official said, 
“This is not a financial measure 
aimed at collecting taxes for the 
use of roads, but a political 
measure of repression.” 

The German ministry 
said the tolls would correspond 
both to the use of the roads and 
the damage done to roads ac- 
cording to the weight of vehicles 
and the distance traveled. 

The announcement did not ex- 
empt Western Allied vehicles 
which at the present time do not 
pay road tolls. However, it was 
thought they would continue to 
be exempted. 

The Communist first imposed 
inter-zonal tolls Sept. 1, 1951, 
over Western Allied protests. 
Then the tolls ranged as high as 
$25, but they were reduced when 
the Allies authorized the West 
Berlin Government to sign a 
new inter-zonal trade agreement 
with the Communists. 

The Communists then used the 
tax as a bargaining point. 

About 50 per cent of West 
Berlin’s supplies come in to the 
city by truck*from the Allied- 
occupied zones of Germany 
across the wide. band of Soviet- 
occupied territory surrounding 
the city. 

Trucks at the present time pay 
10 marks (2.50) for the truck and 
10 marks for each trailer for a 
round trip to Berlin, regardless 
of weight.

Under the original St. Louis 
earnings tax enabling act passed 
by the Missouri Legislature in 
1948, corporations and business 
firms were allowed credit for 
federal income taxes. 

This provision was eliminated 
from the subsequent earnings 
tax legislation passed by the 
State Assembly in 1950, but the 
regulations adopted by the city 
under that law permitted firms 
to continue to deduct federal 
income tax payments. Individ- 
ual taxpayers were not allowed 
such deductions under either 
act. 

Later, when the United States 
Supreme Court upheld the con- 
stitutionality of the St. Louis 
earning tax, two of the justices, 
in a separate opinion, declared 
there was a serious question of 
the validity of the regulations 
because of the apparent discrim- 
ination between individual and 
corporate taxpayers on the fed- 
eral income tax credits. 

The court did not pass on that 
issue, however, since the regu- 
lations were not under attack 
in that test case. 


Discrimination Ended. 


After the present state en- 
abling act was passed, the city 
established new regulations 
which eliminated federal income 
tax credits for business firms, 
to avoid any discrimination be- 
tween the two classes of tax- 
payers. 

This brought numerous: pro- 
tests from business men, who 
contended that the change in 
regulations denying their firms 
federal tax credits resulted in

WASHINGTON, March 30— 
President Eisenhower today

Moments of Worry.

The difficulties, all quickly 
corrected, were these: 

1. Two small fires in elec- 
trical panels on the first dive. 

2. A loose screw on the 
casing of a reduction gear box 
on the port propeller shaft, 
which startled the crew as the 
submarine moved out from its 
dock Jan. 17—and which com- 
pelled maneuvering the boat 
on one of the twin propellers 
until the trouble was discov- 
ered and fixed. 

3. A lashing storm with 12- 
foot waves and winds up to 30 
knots—which stove in a plate 
on the outside sheathing of 
the conning tower structure 
and ripped up some deck 
planking, but did no damage 
to the pressure hull of the 
boat. 

In this storm, on one of her 
trial runs at sea, the Nautilus 
rolled as much as 27 degrees 


‘while surfaced. Some personnel, 


including some of the ship’s 
company, Wilkinson said with a 
grin, were “quite -green at 
times.” 
No Dangerous Radiation. 

The skipper said, in answer to 
questions, there has been no dan- 
gerous radiation from the sub- 
marine’s atomic fire box at any 
time.

WASHINGTON, March 
(AP)—House Speaker Rayburn 
(Dem.), Texas, said after a 
White House briefing today that 
“I don’t feel any better about” 
the international situation. 

“But I won't tell you why,” 
he told reporters at the end of 
the 2%-hour session President 
Eisenhower held with a bi-par- 
tisan group of House leaders. 

Representative Martin of 
Pennsylvania, the House Repub- 
lican leader, said the picture 
presented by the President and 
Secretary of State Dulles was 
“not too bright and not too 
gloomy, still tense.” 

Rayburn said the discussion 
touched on the issue of the Que- 
moy and Matsu islands held by 
the Chinese Nationalists off the 
Red China Coast. 

In reply to a question the 
Speaker said Mr. Eisenhower 
did not disclose whether the 
United States would defend the 
outposts in case of a Commu- 
nist attack. 

“We didn’t get that deep,” 
Rayburn said. 

The discussion ranged over 
the world situation in general 
and | it was in that connection 
that a reporter asked Rayburn 
whether he felt any better in 
the light of today’s review. 

“No I don’t feel any better 
about it,” the Speaker replied, 
“but I won’t tell you why.” 

He steadfastly declined to 
elaborate on his remark. 

Today’s cqnference was the 
first of two arranged by the 
President to review the field of 
foreign affairs with Democratic 
and Republican Congressional 
leaders. 

He will meet with Senate 
leaders tomorrow. 

Martin said the President and 
Secretary of State “brought us 
up to date on some details of 
the foreign situation, both in 
Europe and in Asia.” 

Asked if the Democrats ex- 
pressed a feeling they had been 
“dealt out” in foreign policy 
matters by the Administration, 
Martin replied: “No, every- 
thing was very. harmonious.”

French Vote 329 to 265 
to Revamp Tax Col- 
lection — Concessions 
to Poujade. 


PARIS, March 30 (AP)—The 
National Assembly gave Premier 
Faure special powers today to 
work out ecomomic and financia] 
reforms, ineluding revamping 
the tax collection system. The 
vote was 329-to-265. 

The Premier obtained the 
powers, which would permit the 
Government to decree laws with- 
out Assembly approval, only 
after important concessions to 
the parliamentary backers of tax 
rebel Pierre Poujade. 

Poujade’s movement of small 
business mem amd shopkeepers 
has been among the most in- 
sistent im demanding tax re- 
forms. 

Finance Minister Pierre Pflim- 
lin told the Asiembly that only 
‘prudent and progressive” 
changes would be made in the 
tax system. He said they would 
be sufficient to give relief to 
small shopkeepers and artisans. 

The Govermmenmt hopes at the 
Same time to take measures 
aimed at building up the eco- 
nomically maladjusted areas in 
the southwestern part of the 
country, where Poujade has his 
greatest strength. 

Several times im the Assembly 
debate, it looked as if Faure 
would have to make his demand 
for special powers a vote of 
confidence im his government. 
But each time solutions were 
worked out in talks with party 
eaders. 

One of the last major points 
to be settled was on a law en- 
acted last August setting up pen- 
alties for tax doigers and anyone 
nciting to non-payment of taxes. 
The government proposed abol- 
ishing the law and amending ex- 
isting laws om tax penalties to 
provide punishment for “acts, 
menaces or concerted maneu- 
vers” against payment of taxes. 
It suggested penalties including 
six months to a year in jail. 

Poujade’s supporters in the 
Assembly held out for a milder 
version. 

An agreement was reached on 
wording which will punish ‘‘col- 
lective opposition’’ to payment 
of taxes with penalties which 
may imclude one to six months 
in prison.

Resolution Aimed at 
Solving Farm Surplus 
Problem and Aiding 
Have-Nots.

WASHINGTON, March 30— 
Legislation aimed at solving the 
problems of farm surpluses in 
America and malnutrition in 
have-not areas of the world was 
introduced in Congress today. 

Senator James E. Murray and 


Representative Lee Metcalf 
(Dems.), Montana, introduced 
resolutions looking toward crea- 
tion of an international food and 
raw materials reserve “to help 
usher in the era of abundance 
that is now on the world’s 
threshold.” 

Senator W. Kerr Scott (Dem.), 
North Carolina, offered a paral- 
lel resolution seeking creation 
of a world food bank, patterned 
after the International Bank for 
Reconstruction and Develop- 
ment. Member nations could 
borrow foods and fibers and re- 
pay the loans in kind or in cash. 
The Scott resolution asks Presi- 
dent Eisenhower to undertake 
formation of the bank within the 
framework of the United Na- 
tions. 

Hennings a Co-Sponsor. 
Nineteen Senate Democrats, 
including Scott and Thomas C. 
Hennings Jr. of Missouri, and 
three Senate Republicans joined 
Murray as co-sponsors of his 
resolution, which proposes that 
the President seek establishment 
of a reserve that would have the 
power to acquire, store and sell 
agricultural commodities and 
raw materials. The reserve 
would be set up under U.N. 
auspices. 
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In a detailed statement accom- 
paning his resolution Murray 
said the international reserve 
could be a significant contgibu- 


tion by the United States to the 
ultimate realization of perma- 
nent world peace. 

|. Murray’s resolution noted the |

Nebraska Prison Offi- 
cials Promise Hearing 
on Grievances — First 


Hot Meal. 


LINCOLN, Nebr., March 30 
(AP)—A 65-hour prisoner revolt 
at Nebraska's penitentiary end- 
ed early today when eight rebel 
convicts released three wn- 
harmed hostages and then sur- 
rendered. 

Since Sunday forenocn, the 
convicts and hostages, including 
two captured guards, had been 
barricaded inside the  three- 
story maximum security build- 
ing or “jail” on the peniten- 
tiary grounds. 

Surrender on terms laid down 
by Gov. Victor E. Anderson came 
after personal interviews during 
the night with four of the rebels. 

At 3:15 a.m. the two guards 
and an inmate who had been 
a captive of the prisoners walked 
out of the building’s lone exit 
into the glare of floodlights. 
Thirteen minutes later the sub- 
dued convicts began coming 
out, one at a time. 

All got hot meals—their first 
since Sunday breakfast. | 
Guards Well Treated. 

The guards; Eugene Swanson 
and Warren B. Miller, told re- 
porters they were well treated 
by the insurgents, who were 
armed with knives and pieces 
of pipe. 

A meager supply of bread and 
Sugar was shared with scrupu- 
lous fairness among captors and 
captives alike, they said. 

Miller, jovial despite the or- 
deal, said he “got the knee in 
the back two or three times” for 
displeasing the convicts but be- 
yond that there had been no vio- 
lence. 

“Everytime I talked to anyone 
on the phone (an inter-com link- 
ing the building with the ward- 
en's office) they kept a knife at 
my throat as a threat,” Miller 
related.

The first shot was a major 
one exploded atop a 500-foot 
tower in the pre-dawn darkness 
of the Nevada desert. The sec- 
ond followed several hours later 
and was a “babv” device dropped 
from an Air Force bomber. 

The double explosion resulted 
in more radiation than usual. A 
reading of 1.4 roentgens was re- 
ported in Alamo, Nev., 50 miles 
from ground zero. The AEC’s 
maximum safety allowance, how- 
ever, is considerably higher— 
3.9 roentgens—and no special 
precautions were taken for the 
inhabitants of the small com- 
munity.

Effects noted in Dr. Holmes’s 
report were thus due to the ini- 
tial exposure rather than radio- 
active “fall out” outside the 
bomb’s immediate reach.

Heavier Leukemia Incidence. 

“Examinations of survivors 
have revealed that more. of the 
people exposed to heavy radia- 
tion have developed leukemia— 
a sort of cancer of the blood,” 
said Dr. Holmes. 

“I would like to emphasize 
that this is not a special type of 
leukemia, but the same kind 
may occur anywhere in any pop- 
ulation not exposed to radiation. 

He said about 41 per cent of 
the survivors who were within 
2000 meters (roughly one and 
one-quarter mile) of the explo- 
sion showed small cataracts in 
their eyes. “By way of compari- 
son, only eight per cent of a 
non-exposed group showed a 
similar defect,” he said. 

Turning to genetic effects in 
offspring, Dr, Holmes said: 

“In Hiroshima, there are 185 
pregnant mothers who survived 
in the 2000 meter. radius. Of 
all the children born of such

“De- 
spite the thousands of pro- 
ducers, this is a. monopoly in- 
dustry because only one com- 
pany sends gas through one 
pipeline to supply a particular 
area. There’ is absolutely no 
competition to restrain the 
price.”

Fourteen of the 28 seats in the St. Louis Board 
of Aldermen and the office of Board Président 
will be at stake in the municipal election next 
‘Tuesday. This is clearly an important event, one 
in which every registered voter should participate. 

Whether progress in St. Louis is to be acceler- 
ated—or' retarded—may depend in large measure 
upon the composition of the Board. Intelligent, 
capable aldermen who put their city ahead of 
their party can be prime movérs for progress; 
party hacks interested primarily in patronage 
and favors are the advance agents of decay. 

St. Louis needs aldermanic approval to start 
the legal machinery by which a new City Char- 
ter can be created; it needs action by the alder- 
men on the proposed $100,000,000 improvement 
bond issue and on such important matters as 
slum clearance, off-street parking, expressways, 
and a new building code. . 

Both candidates for the office of President of 
the Board of Aldermen have declared in favor 
of these broad objectives. Indeed so have most 
of the candidates at the ward level, and that is 
fine. If a promise now spells action after elec- 
tion, St.-Louis is on the way to big. things. 

* . * 

But the issue April 5, it seems to us, will be 
more than a willingness to gtand up for “prog- 
ress.” Anybody can do that. The best index to 
the real issue js the question of ending “alder- 
manie courtesy,” the back-scratching device by 
which the aldermen exchange favors in zoning 
and other matters. It creates a condition in which 
bribery can flourish—as indeed it has done. 
Two Democratic aldermen are awaiting sentence 
on their guilty pleas to charges of selling favors. 

Charles E. Albanese, the Republican incumbent 
in the Board presidency, has been campaigning 
on the theme that the Democrats invented the 
“courtesy” technique of permitting an individual 
alderman to have the final word on matters af- 
fecting his own ward. Apart from the fact that 
this charge has doubtful validity, it tends to ob- 
scure the record of Mr. Albanese himself. 

In his last four years as Board President, an 
office in which he represents the city at large— 
not merely a single ward—Mr. Albanese has been 
prone to extend the courtesy of his vote to al- 
most anyone who asked for it. Og 39 occasions 
in four years he voted with most of his other 
colleagues to override vetoes on zoning bills. 
Only four times did he vote to uphold the Mayor. 
Aldermanic courtesy is most frequently asked in 
zoning proposals, so they are a good measure of 
an alderman’s willingness to grant a favor. 

Mr. Albanese’s opponent, Donald Gunn, enjoys 
the advantage of having no aldermanic record 
on this question. But in his public statements 
he has shown & keen awareness of the dangers 
to the democratic process from aldermanic cour- 
tesy. He has taken a strong stand against it. In 
our opinion, he ought to be elected. 

« * . 

On this same issue, the record of each of the 
11 incumbent aldermen in the even-numbered 
wards leaves much to be desired. This is espe- 
cially true of the six Democrats. Anton Niemeyer, 
Eighth Ward, and Alfred I. Harris, Twenty-sec- 
ond,’ did not vote once in four years to sus- 
tain a mayoral veto of a zoning measure. 

The other Democrats and the number of times 
they have voted to override in courtesy to a col- 
league: Clinton Watson, Sixteenth Ward, 51; 

Edgar Feely, Twentieth, 48; William Brady, 


- ‘Twenty-sixth, 54; and Leo McLaughlin, Sec- 


ond, 43. 

In this respect the records of the Republican 
officeholders are almost as bad. But the voters 
in certain wards now represented by Republi- 
cans must also consider the otherwise fine rec- 
ords of certain incumbents. ; 

We refer specifically to Republicans Mel Krah 
in the Tenth, Sidney R. Redmond in the Eigh- 
teenth and William A. Stolar in jhe Twenty- 
eighth. They are among the better aldermen. 

Republican Fred W..Haag in the Twelfth has 
made a career out of aldermanic courtesy and 
should be defeated. In the last four years he 
has voted 38 times to override, and not once to 
sustain a veto in a zoning matter. Republican 
Ray Lohse, Fourteenth, voted 46 times to over- 
ride, and only once to uphold the Mayor. 

If the people mark their ballots with intelli- 
gent discrimination—not with bjind party regu- 
larity—the evil of aldermanic courtegy can be 
stampeti out. This is essential to the proper op- 
eration of the democrati¢ process in the Board of 
Aldermen. 
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Senator Neely’s Demagogic Crack 

The very least that can be said about Senator 
Neely’s attack on President Eisenhower's church 
attendance is that it is in inexcusably poor taste. 
The West Virginia Democrat may not like Mr. 
Eisenhower’s choice of denomination, although 
that can hardly be the case since both are Pres- 
byterians. Senator Neely may not like the public 
attention which is attracted to a President’s 
churchgoing. But he is certainly far out of 
bounds when he calls Mr. Eisenhower “ungodly” 
for what he describes as “parading his religion.” 
Fellow Senators promptly denounced the West 
Virginian for his demogogic slur.

An old acquaintance of his, Republican Sena- 
tor Styles Bridges of New Hampshire, is any- 
thing but silent these days. His pronouncements, 
however, aré about high policy in the Far East. 
He has no time for mink coats and five per cent- 
ers, subjects which once roused him to at least 
reasonable facsimiles of righteous anger. 

Not the perils of Matsu and Quemoy, how- 
ever, but appearance before the same subcom- 
mittee that cost Grunewald those 90 days, seems 
to have cooled his interest in “influence.” He 
was asked about his intercessions with the Bu- 
reau of Internal Revenue on behalf of'a friend 
of Gruntewald’s.

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Higher State Income Taxes? 


Before it recommends an increase in any ex- 
isting taxes, the Missouri Legislature would do

proved by the Senate Ways and Méans Commit~ 
tee at Jefferson City, for a constitutional amend- 
ment increasing state income tax rates and levy- 
ing a state tobacco tax. 

Witnout attempting to pass final judgment on 


this proposal, we feel safe in saying that the . 
suggested across-the-board increase in income — 


tax rates will be widely opposed if Missourians 
are convinced that the rates already in effect 
are not yielding the revenue to be expected from 
them. 

In October 1953, the State Income Tax~-Su- 
pervisor, Thomas R. Allen, publicly @eclared 
that at least 100,000 individuals subject to the 
state income tax were failing to file annual tax 
returns, If these figures still hold true, they 
mean that approximately one out of six persons 
subject to the tax has been evading it. They 
mean that millions of dollars of revenue that 
could be raised under existing rates are being 
lost. 

Is there any good reason why the state income 
tax, like the federal one, should not be with- 
held at the source by employers? Are federal 
tax returms now being adequately checked to 
make sure that state returns are complete and 
accurate? 

Such questions as these the voters will want 
to have answered if they are called upon to 
consider an increase in the income tax. They 
are not very likely to approve such an increase 
unless they are convinced that the present tax 
is being fairly and fully collected. 
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Bold Veto in Kansas 
, Fred Hall is the Republican Governor of Kan- 
sas.

Such an occasion arose when 
the Republican Legislature at Topeka presented 
him with a so-called “right-to-work” bill. 

Reviewing the circumstances under which the 
misnamed legislation was brought through to 
passage, the Kansas Governor said that its en- 
actment might “be remember as the dark 
hours in Kansas legislative history.” It was, he 
said, a “lobbyist’s measure” designed to destroy 
labor's right to bargain collectively. So saying he 
stamped his disapproval on it with an executive 
veto. _*

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The Most Dangerous Sound 


Citizens who have been annoyed by the sound 
of jet planes flying over may be mollified to 
know that to the Air Force that sound is more 
than an annoyance— it's a danger. It could deafen 
a pilot permanently, and might do fatal damage 
to his brain. So the Air Force is working harder 
than anybody to do something about jet noise. 

Ninety decibels is the most noise a person 
tan hear over an extended period without per- 
manent damage to his hearing. The 800-mile-an- 
hour F-100 fighter’s jet engine makes 100,000 
times that much noise, Gladwin Hill reports in 
The New York Times. No one knows what would 
happen to a person exposeil to so much sound. 
Moreover, while former supersonic planes went 
boom on going through the sound. barrier only 
while diving, the F-100 booms through -the bar- 
rier in level flight. And the trend is toward 
noisier and noisier jets. 

The Air Force is hard at work not only to 
safeguard its men but also to minimize civilian 
annoyance. Mufflers in flight are out of the 
question, because they would reduce power rad- 
ically, but they can be used on the ground dur- 
ing warmups, and fliers are being trained to 
minimize noise in settled areas. 

The knowledge that as much as can be done 
about it is being done about it may help the an- 
noyed citizen to shrug it off next time a noisy 
jet flies over.

Honor and Wine 


THE HONOR OF GASION LE TORCH, by Jac 
Perret. (W. W. Norton & Co., 276 pgqs., $3.40) 


On Oct. 18, 1697, Monsieur Eugene 
Le Torch, captain of the French frigate, 
La Douce, ordered his ship to retreat 
from the path of an enemy British 
Vessel. Three centuries later Eugené’s 
descendent, Gaston Le Torch, discovers 
the seeming blot on his family’s honor 
and vows he will have satisfaction. 

It has been said that the essence of 
humor is incongruity. If for no other 


reason than this, “The Honor of Gaston 


Le Torch” qualifies as a comic piece. 

A retired noncommissioned officer of 
the Fretich Army, Gaston has two weak- 
nesses: his love of honor and his love 
of wine. Author Jacques Perret makes 
good structural use of both. Sufferin 
from an overdose of muscatel an 
spirited along on a flash of Perret's 
rhetoric, Gaston is transported from 
twentieth century 
Paris to the seven- 
teenth century deck 
of La Douce. His 
intention is to undo 
the disgrace of Eu- 
gene’s command, 
His fate is to learn 
that there is a rea- 
son for every ac- 
tion — even the ac- 
tion which history 
has recorded un- 
favorably. 

To be more spe- 
cific: in an early 
chapter of the novel 
Gaston sets the

reasons, They are always spurious, uh- 
discoverable or lost.” The bulk of the 
novel’s 276 pages is devoted to the win- 
ning of- pompous, ebullient Gaston to 
the side of reason. 

In the process author Perret has great 
fun satirizing the age of swashbuckling 
and derring-do. Unfortunately, the book 
lacks movement. Like the sinking La 
Douce of its last chapter, the story 
founders in a sea of wordiness —too 
clever, too slick, too much. What prom- 
ises to be a light-hearted adventure 
becomes for the most part a heavy- 
handed series of episodes. Still more 
unfortunately, Mr. Perret’s comic touch 
often sinks” to the level of slapstick, 
and no amount of sophisticated verbiage 
can rescue it.

Even a split sea- 
son, such as is practiced in the 
neighboring state of Arkansas, 
would be welcomed by the thou- 
sands who have purchased 
licenses each year but to date 
have failed to bag a single deer. 

It is the opinion of many rural 
observers in the Ozarks that the 
deer herd is not increasing as 
rapidly as commission reports 
indicate. In some areas, it is 
maintained, the herds are even 
smaller than they were a few 
years ago. No one wants to see 
the herd get out of hand or in- 
crease to the point of doing seri- 
ous agricultural damage. It 
could be a serious situation in 
the future, but a lengthening of 
the present season or the set- 
ting of two separate -hunting 
periods, for Missouri hunters 
only, should solve the problem 
for the time being. Outstate 
nimrods would gladly respond 
in goodly numbers if called on 
as an emergency on some fu- 
ture date.

Evergreens Were 
Used Privately. 


A grand jury investigation 
may be sought into alleged pri- 
vate use f trees and other prop- 
erty from the Board of Educa- 
tion’s greenhouse by certain 
top-level board employes, the 
Post-Dispatch was told today. 


This possibility is being seri- 
cusly considered as the out- 
growth of the first phase of the 
board's own inquiry into a re- 
port that a high executive in the 


~ school building department last 


fall obtained from the green- 
house more than 10 young ever- 
green trees, val at about 
$100 wholesale. The trees, it 
was reported, were used to land- 
scape a relative’s home. 


Presenting the matter to the 
grand jury is under considera- 


~ tion because the board lacks 


power to conduct a vigorous in- 
vestigation, it was said. The 
board cannot order witnesses to 
appear before it. It can ask its 
own employes to appear, but 
compliance is not mandatory. 
Even if a board employe does 
go before the board, he cannot 
be compelled to answer ques- 
tions. 

Some board members feel 
grand jury action is warranted 
because of recurrent rumors 
that practices like the reported 


tree removal are not unco.nmon, | 


and that in the past even board 


| members have been involved. 


While some board members 
view the evergreen matter seri- 
ously, the Post-Dispatch was 
told, they are even more anxious 
to have a broad, over-all investi- 
gation to prove or disprove the 
rumors. 

Inquiry into the reported tree 
removal was started Saturday at 
a special meeting of the board, 
as a committee of the whole. 
The public and reporters were 
excluded, and board members 
have declined to discuss what 
happened at the meeting. At 
least three persons, including 
the executive involved, were in- 
terrogated. 

According to the report, the 
official directed a greenhouse 
employes to prepare the trees 
for removal. After working 
hours, the evergreens were load- 
ed onto a private conveyance 
and taken away, from the green- 
house, 3808 Blow street. The 
board was pot paid for the trees. 

Another committee meeting 
will be held at 3:30 p.m, tomor- 
row, followed by a special board 
meeting at 4 o'clock. The board's 
so-called blue ribbon faction is 
pressing the inquiry.

Age alone not a factor—Electrical wir- 
ing in your home may be old, but that is 
no sign it is not good. Age does not affect 
copper wiring. The insulation around 
wires may deteriorate or show signs of 
wear if the wiring is exposed—but the

Overloading—In fact, wires will give ex- 
cellent service, even after many years.

With Communism, 
on the contrary, the end is al- 
ways evil, though sometimes the 
means may seem good. Opti- 
mistic about their eventual con- 
quest of the world through the 
unfolding of determined eco- 
nomic laws, they are, neverthe- 
less, absolutely pessimistic 
about the deceit and duplicity 
they must use to hasten this 
process. 

Most politicians of the West- 
ern world judge Communism 
by its strategy and not by its 
philosophy. They assume that if 
Communism talks peace, it has 
changed its mind; “a new 
regime is in the Kremlin”: “we 
will have a new kind of Soviet 
under Bulganin.”

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BECAUSE the confidence man 
changes tactics they assume 
he is no longer a confidence 
man. This is the tragedy of our 
times, the credulity that the 
skunk has lost its Smell No. 5 
because it sprinkled itself with 
Chanel No. 5. 

The Old Testament prophet 
asked: “Can the leopard change 
its spots?” Does the sheep cloth- 
ing on the wolf change its 
habits of rapaciousness? What 
good does it do for Western 
politicians to pass resolutions 
on becoming vegetarians if the:

A six-month course in dialec-

Cleaning Fixture Traps. 


F you are the kind who like 
[unpleasant surprises, we sug- 
~® gest that you take a look at the 
inside of some of the traps which 
fit under the various plumbing 
fixtures of your house. You 
may find that these small sec- 
tions of pipe are almost com- 
pletely filled with a nasty look- 
ing goo which will eventually 
close up the trap and produce 
a clogged up drain. 

Most traps can be easily re- 
moved. Many of them have a 
small clean-out plug at the low 
point of the trap and this is 
easily removed with a wrench. 
Put a pail under the trap be- 
cause the minute you loosen this 
plug, the water in the trap will 
flow out. 

After the water is out of the 
trap, loosen the two = nuts 
that connect the trap to the rest 
of the drain. If the pipes are 
plated, put a rag or something 
oved the metal to prevent the 
finish being damaged by the 
wrench. 

Once you have the trap free, 
push out the solid matter and 
then rinse the trap out thorough- 
ly in a pail of water. Take a 
brush with a long wire handle 
and work it up into the drain 
pipes of the fixture. Replace 
the trap and then allow hot 
water to flow through the line 
to flush away any matter that 
was not removed by brushing. 

If the trap cannot be removed, 
for qne reason or another, take 


out the clean-out 
a piece of wire as ou-can 
into the drain lines. Follow this 
up with a good flushing with hot 
water but be sure to replacé the 
drain plug before you turn on 
the faucet. 

Many fixtures like bathtubs 
and showers don’t have a trap 
directly under them. em- 
ploy a drum trap which is det in 
the floor and usually has a metal 
top just flush with the floor. You 
can remove this top with a 
wrench and the solid matter in- 
side the trap can then be §re- 
moved with ah old ladle.

St. Louis Youth for Christ Jubilee 


Weekly Religious Program Attracts From 1500 to 2000 Persons to Meetings Held in Theater 


HIGH SCHOOL PUPILS SIGN 
UP AT YOUTH FOR CHRIST 
MEETING AT LYN THEATER, . 


By Clarissa Start 


VERY Saturday night the 

young people start crowding 

down Grandel square near 
the Grand boulevard theater 
and night life district. The 
movie house into which they 
throng has its marquee and its 
neon lights like the rest, but 
the attraction billed is the 
“Youth Jubilee,” and the pro- 
gram which draws from 1500 
to 2000 children, teen-agers and 
young grown-ups is a religious 
program. 

Sponsored by the local branch 
of the Youth for Christ organi- 
zation, these Saturday night 
entertainments have interested 
larger and larger crowds until 
the group had to move, earlier 
this year, from the Uptown 
theater, capacity 800, to the 
Lyn theater, capacity 2000. 
From 7:30 to 9:30 each Satur- 
day night, the lively audience, 
made up preponderantly of 
high school students, sings, 
watches movies, listens to 
music, or some other type of 
entertainment, and engages ‘in 
friendly rivalries involving 
Bible verse quizzes and attend- 
ance records. 

“We're trying to attract every 
type of young person to come 
here and hear about the Lord,” 
says the Rev. Ed Barrett, chap- 
lain for Y. F. C. “It’s a place 
where young people can go on 
a Saturday night. The kids have 
a good time and we try to keep 
them entertained.” 

“We aren't competing with 
the churches,” Fannie Beglau, 
another of the officers of the 
group emphasizes. “We're work- 
ing with them. There are thou- 
sands of young people who do 
not go to church, but who will 
come here. By winning these 
young people away from Com- 
munism, away from juvenile 
delinquency, and _ tnfluencing 
them for Christ, we’re direct- 
ing them into the churches.” 

On the night we visited the 
Lyn theater, the lobby was as 
crowded as any big movie 
house and with much the same 
type of activity. At the “filling 
station,” youngsters were buy- 
ing soft drinks, popcorn and 
candy. Another group crowded 
around the attendance chart, 
signing up under the name of 
their high school, scanning the 
lists to see who was there from 
the other schools. Still others 
were distributing cards an- 
nouncing the next week's at- 
traction. Like all Y.F.C. opera- 
tions, this one is done on a 
shoestring. 

“Comes under the head of 
inexpensive advertising,” Bob 


Wolf, Bible Club director, 
grinned. “The cards are do- 
nated. I cut them up, my 


brother-in-law prints them, and 
the kids distribute them.” 


UST before the program 
J starts there is much spirited 

interest around the attend- 
ance charts since the high school 
group with the large number 
attending wins a box of candy. 
High school clubs began getting 
organized around the first of 
the year and there are eight of 
them now in progress. The pro- 
cedure is for a few interested 
youngsters to petition § their 
school principal for space to 
hold weekly meetings at the 
school and for a sponsor if it’s 
deemed necessary. If space is 
at a premium, they meet at 
unusual hours, The club at 
Normandy Junior High School, 
for instance, holds its meetings 
one school day a week, at 8 
a.m. and erages 40 to 45 
titendants 7”

competitors reluctantly left the 
attendance board with the race 
still in doubt.

Suggestions 
On Storing 
Maple Sirup 


By Edith M. Barber 


ILL the nights be cold and 
W tne days warm when it’s 

time for the maple sap to 
begin to flow? Those are the 
ideal conditions for a good 
maple sirup and crop. 
Those fortunate owners of a 
sugar bush are always hopeful 
that the weather will co-operate, 
for nothing can be done with- 
out its assistance. 

Those of us who come from 
sugar maple country are sure to 
claim that the best products 
come from our home state. . As 
a Pennsylvanian I am j as 
sure as are New Yorkers, io- 
ans, New Hampshire-ites and 
Vermonters, that there is no 
maple sirup like that produced 
“back home.” vs 

So far this spring I haven't 
heard any rumors about the 
crop, but I have -written to my 
friend, Mrs. Hummer, whose 
family has been supplying the 
Barbers for several generations. 
to ask her to save me several 
gallons. One is for myself while 
the others are for friends who 
have the golden opportunity of 
enjoying the Hummer sirup 
from the farm near Titusville. 

I give my friends directions 
as to the best method of storing 
the sirup after the gallon can is 
opened. It must be brought to 
a boil, poured into sterilized 
jars and sealed with rubbers. 
Then it will keep as well as it 
would in an unopened can, 
which is indefinitely. 

After a glass jar is opened, 
what is left in the jar should 
be kept in the refrigerator. 
Maple sirup is too valuable to 
be allowed to sour or mold, as 
it may when kept in an un- 
sealed jar at room temperature. 

We will want to use every 
drop for griddle cakes or waf- 
fles or hot biscuits. The»sirup. 
can also be used as a sauce for 
ice cream, either hot or cold, or 
combined with a little cream and 
nuts. 

Care of Maple Sirup. 

Wipe top of can carefully. 
Make two incisions in top. Pour 
sirup into large kettle and bring 
just to boiling, over medium 


heat. Have ready clean, hot 
jars. Fill almost to top with 
sirup. Dip rubbers into hot 


water and adjust smoothly. Ad- 

just clean hot covers and seal. 

Cool and store on pantry shelf. 
Maple Nut Sauce.
